The current weather has brought the Rosebud Run 
Sleddog Classic the closest it has come so far to being 
able to keep its Feb. 25 and 26 date, but it is still not close 
enough.

“At least with the recent cold weather, maybe the 
Rosebud River will actually freeze," said Bill Windsor of 
the organizing committee. “While we still need snow, the 
race trail crosses the Rosebud in four different places and 


Although discouraged by the weather, organizers 
remain optimistic about the longer daylight they will have 
to work with, the closer the race gets to spring. 

“While we continue to push the race closer and closer 
to spring and face the reality that snow doesn’t stick 
around long in our Alberta spring, the days are getting 
longer so we have a wider window of daylight to conduct 
the races in,” said Windsor. 

According to organizers, mushers from across the west¬ 
ern provinces and northwestern United States will be par¬ 
ticipating in this race, so the event still holds great prom¬ 
ise for the town of Didsbury and the surrounding area. 

World Champion skyorers from Yellowknife and mush¬ 
ers from Pennsylvania will compete in the race, whenev¬ 
er the snow comes.

Missing jewellery reported 
by flood victims 


Estimated value $8,000 value says owner

A family whose 
Westward Ho home east of 
Sundre was heavily dam¬ 
aged in flooding of the 
Little Red River in June 
may now have been victim¬ 
ized by jewellery thieves, 
say police. 

The family has reported 
that a large plastic box 
containing about 35 items, 
including rings, earrings 
and watches, is missing 
from a storage trailer locat¬ 
ed on their property near 
the Little Red Deer Store. 

The box was moved into 
the trailer when the family 
home was evacuated fol¬ 
lowing the flooding on 
June 19. 

The owner, who asked 
not to be named, last saw 
the jew ellery box in August 
and reported the loss to 
police on Jan. 20. Police 
released information about 
the loss on Feb. 16. 

“She can’t say for sure 
that they are stolen but 
they are definitely missing. 
She believes that they 
might have been stolen," 
said Sundre RCMP Const. 
Tina Millard. “We had tons 
of people down there help¬ 
ing with the crews and tons 
of people down there pil¬ 
laging. We haven’t ruled 
out theft, but we have no 


proof that it was stolen.” 

The items - many of 
them 10 to 14k gold and 
sized for a small woman - 
are worth thousands of 
dollars, said Millard. 

The owner has been in 
contact with her insurance 


agent, who advised her to 
file a police report. 

“It’s not here and I’ve 
gone through everything,” 
she said. “I don’t know 
when it disappeared. I just 
know that I can’t find it. It 
was chaos here during the 


flood. It was the last thing 
on my mind.” 

The jewellery is worth 
about $8,000, she said. 

Some of the jewellery 
items are family heirlooms 
the woman received from 
her mother, she said.

Kim Marsh plans to stay on as statistician

An eight-year tenure as Alberta Junior 
Hockey League president for Kim Marsh will 
end when the league holds its annual meet¬ 
ing in May. 

Marsh notified the league of his decision at 
the semi-annual meeting held earlier in 
Spruce Grove. 

For the past 30 years, Marsh has been 
involved with the league in different posi¬ 
tions. Although Marsh Ls leaving he will still 
assist the league as statistician. 

In a press release issued by the AJHL last 
week, Bob Clark, chairman of the board of 
governors, said Marsh’s resignation was gra¬ 
ciously accepted by the board. 

“Mr Marsh’s offer to assist the league with 
alternate duties in the future is greatly 
appreciated,” Clark said. 

Under the direction of Marsh, the AJHL 
saw growth with the addition of the Brooks 
Bandits, Drumheller Dragons and the 
Crowsnest Pass Timberwolves, now the 
Okotoks Oilers. 

And in the past eight years, the AJHL has 
become one of the premiere Junior A 
Hockey Leagues in Canada - an accolade 
directly linked to Marsh. 

Also under Marsh’s direction, the AJIII, 
hosted the Royal Bank Cup, emblematic of 
Junior A hockey supremacy in Canada, in 
Grande Prairie and Cam rose. 

These two national championships have 
been regarded as the most successful in the 
Memorial and Royal Bank Cup history. 

Marsh's expertise in Junior A hockey has 
also been focused with the Canadian 
Amateur Junior A Hockey League where he 
Is currently Western vice-president. 

It ap|x‘ars the league will continue to

With a game in (’algaiy against the Royals 
on Feb. 23 and a home encounter against the 
Calgary Canucks, the Grizzlys will close the 
regular season. 

Since there is a raging battle for the 
remaining post-season positions, the 
Grizzlys are uncertain who they will face in 
the playoffs

Up in smoke

At this time of year our cows are 
in a field south of the house where 
they get their drinking water from a 
lovely little, tree sheltered spring. 
About the second week of March 
they will be coming up into the yard 
to start calving and when that hap¬ 
pens we have to have water in the 
stock tank. But this year was a little 
different. 

Last fall when we sold our calves we did not keep any 
heifers. We are getting too old to worry about heifers, 
and almost too old to keep cows, but when we had 
culled the old girls and not kept heifers, our herd 
looked pretty small. "We have lots of pasture and lots of 
hay," Ralph said, "maybe we should buy a few cows." 
And so we did, six lovely Red Angus cows, preg tested, 
quiet and gentle they fit into our herd as if they had 
always been here and we were well pleased with them. 
The only problem, and not a very big one, was that they 
began calving a month earlier than our main bunch so 
they would have to come up to the yard in early 
February. This meant there would have to be water in 
the stock tank, not a big deal, we have good water and 
for the thirty odd years that we finished our own steers 
Ralph kept water there and kept it ice free with a wood 
burning tank heater. 

And so last Thursday morning he put a little fire in 
the tank heater. There was very little grass near the 
tan£, short mowed grass around the shed and no snow 
on the ground anywhere. By noon the fire was almost 
non-existent but the wind was becoming gale force. 
Shortly after lunch while we were getting prepared to 
go to town for errands and groceries I thought I saw 
something moving out the east window. "Ralph," I said, 
"Is that smoke." Within seconds he was yelling, "dial 
911," and I did so while I watched the SE corner of the 
machine shed erupt in great tongues of flame that grew 
wider and higher so quickly that I knew nothing was 
going to save the situation. For a few awful moments I 


wasn't sure where Ralph was but he had managed to 
save one of the tractors and driven it away from the 
conflagration so when I saw him whole and unscathed, 
it didn't matter much what else was lost. 

The 911 operator was very nice, efficient, calm and 
reassuring. Fire Departments came from Cremona, 
Carstairs and Didsbury and we can't say enough about 
how good they all were. They were wonderful and with¬ 
out them who knows where it would have gone. The 
wind was still terrible, small fires had begun in the pas¬ 
ture SE of the house and the Cremona crew searched 
out and destroyed every one. Without the fire crew the 
blaze might have spread to the house, fuel tanks, bales, 
sheds, windbreak and granaries. We could have lost 
everything. We are so grateful for their response and 
for the hard, dirty work they did. We have insurance. 
Not enough of course but we will be alright and maybe 
we don't need that big a shed anyway. Most important¬ 
ly no one was hurt. 


The family, friends and neighbours have been won¬ 
derful, we've had phone calls and emails from Boston to 
Victoria and offers of help with the cleanup are still 
coming in. So far they have salvaged a couple of chains, 
pipe wrenches, and a few blackened tools. The burned 
hulks that used to be trucks and tractors and the twist¬ 
ed metal cladding are supposed to all disappear by this 
weekend. The Insurance Acijuster has come and gone 
and we are looking at ads for pickup trucks and 
machine sheds. We were surprised to learn that a 25ft 
aluminium ladder totally vaporises. 

"How did the dog make out?" several people asked, 
"was Gabe upset and frightened?" 

The dog, I am happy to report, thought the whole 
thing was a lovely party and spent the time happily 
bringing sticks to the firemen in the hope that they 
would find a minute to play with him. When things 
calmed down some of them did. We are grateful for that 
too.
